To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I  Have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Public  Health  and  Port  Health  Authority  Services  in  the  County 
Borough  and  Port  of  Sunderland  for  the  year  1962. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  was  good  and  there 
were  fewer  notifications  of  tuberculosis  than  ever  before  and 
also  a  decrease  in  new  registrations  of  venereal  diseases. 

The  number  of  deaths  on  the  other  hand  from  heart  disease  and 
cancer  continued  to  rise  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
infant  mortality  rate  due  mainly  to  deaths  from  prematurity 
and  atelectasis  occurring  between  the  ages  of  1  and  2  days. 

Outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  other  areas,  commencing  early  in 
1962,  necessitated  considerable  additional  work  for  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Vaccinations  of  children  were  nearly  tripled  and  some 
4,400  adults  were  vaccinated  or  revaccinated  by  our  medical 
officers.  Health  Department  staff,  customs  officials,  pilots, 
river  police  and  others  employed  at  the  port  were  amongst  those 
protected.  No  case  occurred  in  the  borough,  but  several  con¬ 
tacts  were  kept  under  close  surveillance. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  to  be  offered  to 
priority  groups  (those  aged  6  months  to  40  years  and  those  at 
special  risk),  evening  clinics  were  opened  for  the  public  and 
visits  were  made  by  medical  staff  to  factories.  Oral  vaccine 
became  available  early  in  the  year  and  much  publicity  was 
devoted  to  inviting  those  eligible  to  avail  themselves  of 
vaccination. 

In  the  mental  health  field  both  junior  and  adult  trainees 
were  transferred  in  October  from  their  former  inadequate  prem¬ 
ises  to  the  newly  erected  Humbledon  Training  Centre  to  which 
many  additional  trainees  were  admitted  and  where  a  wider  range 
of  training  facilities  was  offered.  The  work  of  conversion  and 
adaptation  proceeded  on  the  two  buildings  purchased  for  use  as 
mental  welfare  hostels  for  mentally  infirm  persons. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  progressed,  the  Bramwell 
Street  area  being  confirmed,  the  Hendon  Road  area  awaiting 
confirmation  by  the  Minister,  and  initial  survey  work  being 
completed  in  respect  of  two  further  areas.  In  contrast  to  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses,  three  revitalisation  areas  were 
zoned  and  surveys  commenced  in  the  zones  to  determine  the 
improvements  required  to  bring  dwellings  up  to  standard. 
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With  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution,  surveys  were  carried 
out  for  a  further  three  Smoke  Control  Areas,  covering  2,334 
acres  and  including  16,972  premises.  Industry  continued  to  make 
its  contribution  to  Clean  Air  by  installing  modern  firing  equip¬ 
ment  or  using  alternative  fuels.  Atmospheric  pollution  continued 
to  be  investigated,  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research, 

The  important  work  of  meat  inspection  was  carried  on  during 
the  rather  difficult  transition  period  at  the  end  of  the  year 
when  numerous  local  slaughterhouses  were  about  to  close  and  the 
town's  large  modern  abattoir  about  to  open. 

With  the  Ministry  of  Health' s  request  for  a  Local  Authority 
Health  and  Welfare  Ten  Year  Plan,  it  was  decided  to  incorporate 
and  extend  the  Authority's  existing  plan  drawn  up  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  with  a  view  to  replacing  old  buildings  by  new  prem¬ 
ises  housing  combined  clinics. 

Once  again  an  increased  mileage  has  been  run  by  the  Ambul¬ 
ance  Service  and  it  is  mainly  due  to  the  shift  of  population 
from  central  clearance  areas  to  the  town's  periphery.  In  addition, 
the  acquisition  of  Usworth  Airfield  by  the  Corporation  has  nec¬ 
essitated  the  presence  of  an  ambulance  when  aircraft  are  taking 
off  or  landing. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health' s  request  for 
details  of  the  general  Home  Health  Services,  the  relevant  in¬ 
formation  has  been  given  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  this 
Report . 

The  Port  Health  staff  had  occasion  early  in  the  year  to 
investigate  incidents  of  clearly  visible  oil  pollution  of  sea 
water  in  the  South  Docks  and  in  the  lower  reaches  of  the  river. 
Continuous  effort  is  made  to  prevent  such  incidents  and  to  control 
and  treat  any  pollution. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  my  colleagues  in 
Local  Government  and  in  the  National  Health  Service  for  their 
helpful  co-operation.  For  the  valuable  assistance  of  H.M. Customs 
&  Excise,  River  Wear  Commissioners,  H.M.  Coastguard,  Sunderland 
Pilotage  Authority,  River  Wear  Police  and  Shipping  Agents,  I  am 
also  grateful.  As  always  it  is  a.  pleasure  to  record  the  excel¬ 
lent  service  given  by  my  own  staff  upon  whom  I  constantly  rely.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  number  of  patients 
carried  has  ceased  to  rise,  and  indeed,  has  fallen  slightly 
from  last  years’  total  by  2.9%.  The  mileage  travelled  however 
has  risen  by  1.2%  giving  a  patient/mile  ratio  of  3.51  compared 
with  3.47  last  year.

The  increased  mileage  is  due  in  the  main  to  the  shift  of 
population  brought  about  by  slum  clearance  near  the  central 
areas  of  the  town  and  the  transfer  of  population  to  the  peri¬ 
phery. 

In  addition,  the  acquisition  of  Usworth  Airfield  by  the 
Corporation  has  necessitated  the  presence  of  an  ambulance  when 
aircraft  are  taking  off  or  landing.  During  the  year,  coverage 
was  provided  for  43  aircraft  movements  which  entailed  an 
average  of  2.13  man  hours  per  movement.  This  service  is 
expected  to  expand  considerably  when  the  airfield  comes  into 
full  operation. 

During  the  period  under  review  ambulance  DBR.320  was  dis¬ 
posed  of  and  replaced  by  TBR.522.  Fleet  establishment  was  in¬ 
creased  by  one  Martin  Walter  Utilecon  Ambulance  Conversion 
TBR.868,  and  it  is  used  mainly  for  the  conveyance  of  midwives. 
In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  L.H.A.L. 
13/61,  16  Ambulances  were  fitted  with  Blue  All-round  Flashing 
Lights. 

Radio -Tele phone  equipment  was  maintained  satisfactorily 
by  Pye  Tele -Communications  Ltd.,  and  minor  faults  were  promptly 
and  efficiently  dealt  with.  Two  vehicles  owned  by  the  Sunder¬ 
land  Area  Hospital  Management  Committee  were  installed  with 
mobile  radio  equipment  designed  to  operate  on  the  same  fre¬ 
quencies  as  the  Ambulance  fleet,  thereby  making  it  possible 
for  messages,  as  required,  to  be  passed  to  and  from  the 
Hospital  vehicles  by  the  Ambulance  Control. 

Maintenance  and  repair  of  all  vehicles  was  carried  out  at 
the  Central  Repair  Depot,  Wheatsheaf.  Each  vehicle  underwent 
four  3  monthly  inspections,  and  343  miscellaneous  repairs  were 
carried  out  on  the  fleet  during  the  year.  Routine  maintenance 
was,  also  carried  out  at  the  Eden  Vale  Ambulance  Depot!  .  On  the 
Transport  Manager’s  recommendations  reconditioned  engines  were 
fitted  to  JBR.496,  KGR.381  and  KGR.382,  and  JBR.580  was  given 
a  complete  exterior  repaint. 
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In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  16/62,  which 
deals  mainly  with  Safety  Precautions,  a  number  of  modifications 
were  made  on  GGR.342,  KGR.381,  KGR.382,  JBR.496,  JBR.580  and 
MGR. 148,  by  the  Transport  Department. 

A  total  of  3,618  calls  were  received  by  the  expectant 
mother/midwife  liaison  service  at  Eden  Vale  Ambulance  Depot. 
Transport  was  provided  for  midwives  in  2,356  cases.  In  the 
remaining  1,262  cases,  midwives  used  their  own  conveyance. 

28  calls  were  received  which  necessitated  the  use  of  the 
Premature -Infant  Incubator,  which  is  kept  at  Eden  Vale 
Ambulance  Depot  for  the  transport  of  premature  infants. 

Mental  Welfare  Liaison  was  maintained  throughout  the  year 
and  has  proved  very  successful. 

Liaison  to  obviate  lengthy  waiting  periods  by  out-patients 
for  return  transport  at  the  larger  hospitals  in  our  adminis¬ 
trative  area,  becomes  more  and  more  necessary. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  work  is  nearing  completion  on 
the  new  ambulance  Depot  in  Hylton  Road  which  is  due  to  open 
early  in  the  new  year.

The  establishment  was  increased  by  two  driver /attendants 
from  1st  April,  1962  for  the  purpose  of  relief  duties  but  due 
to  an  abnormally  high  rate  of  sickness  absence,  it  was  still 
necessary  to  call  on  drivers  to  work  their  normal  rest  days 
during  the  annual  leave  period.

At  31st  December,  1962,  the  staff  consisted  of  1  Superin¬ 
tendent,  1  Deputy  Superintendent,  2  Health  Centre  Superintendents, 
26  Health  Visitors  and  3  Tuberculosis  Public  Health  Nurses.  1 
Health  Visitor  acts  as  a  full-time  Almoner  at  the  Special  Clinic 
of  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  1  Health  Visitor  is  seconded  to  the 
Geriatric  Unit  at  the  General  Hospital.

3,450  tests  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  on  children  under 
six  weeks  of  age,  all  of  which  proved  negative. 

94  Students  Nurses  from  the  General  Hospital  and  Royal 
Infirmary  attended  the  Health  Office  in  groups  and  were  given 
a  talk  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  before  accompanying 
a  Health  Visitor  on  to  the  district.  The  object  is  to  comply 
with  the  curriculum  laid  down  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  to 
give  these  students  an  insight  into  the  various  duties  of  a 
Health  Visitor. 

Liaison  Scheme  Between  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  General 
Practitioners. 

Health  Visitors  made  regular  calls  upon  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  in  their  areas,  but  at  present  only  one  Health 
Visitor  attends  a  clinic  for  Ante-Natal  Mothers  and  Mothers 
with  their  babies,  held  in  a  General  Practitioners  Surgery. 

Although  the  facilities  have  been  offered  there  has  not 
been  any  other  request  for  similar  service  from  other  General 
Practitioners. 

54  Special  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  at  the 
request  of  General  Practitioners. 

Co-ordinating  Committee. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  a  member  of  this 
Committee  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Committee  from  the  Horae 
Office  and  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee. 

During  their  regular  routine  visiting  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  the  Health  Visitors  pay  special  attention  to 
children  living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  those  who  could 
be  described  as  being  members  of  problem  families.  They  also 
visit  mothers  and  children  who  are  in  The  Temporary  Accommodation 
of  the  Welfare  Department. 

In  Service  Training. 

Films,  lectures  and  discussions  were  given  for  Health 
Visitors  during  the  year,  including  a  one  day  Course  for  Health 
Visitors,  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  at  the 
Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre. 

Routine  screening  tests  for  the  ascertainment  of  deafness 
were  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  on  babies  aged  6-7  months. 

The  at  risk  register  was  continued  and  the  number  on  the  regis¬ 
ter  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  420.  Ten  of  these  children  were 
referred  to  a  Consultant's  clinic;  one  of  the  children  aged 
four  years  being  supplied  with  a  hearing  aid. 
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Four  Health  Visitors  attended  Refresher  Courses. 

Twelve  Health  Visitors  attended  weekly  Courses  on  Mental 
Illness  at  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital,  Ryhope,  near  Sunderland. 

Home  accidents. 

During  the  year  under  review  94  such  accidents  involving 
children  under  5  years  of  age  were  reported  to  this  Department 
compared  with  59  the  previous  year.

A  special  Committee  composed  of  Chief  Officers  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  outside  organisations,  meets  at  intervals  with 
the  general  object  of  fostering  and  co-ordinating  home  safety 
measures  in  the  Borough,  making  arrangements  for  giving  advice 
and  information  on  Home  Safety,  prevention  of  accidents  in  the 
home  and  to  initiate  Home  Safety  Campaigns  .  This  Committee  is 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Council.  In  October  an 
Officer  was  appointed  whose  duties  are  solely  concerned  with 
the  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  home. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  were  four  weekly  sessions  devoted  to  Immunisation 
and  Vaccination,  one  at  Newcastle  Road  Centre,  one  at  the 
Health  Centre,  one  at  the  Home  Nursing  Department,  Murton 
Street,  and  one  at  Hylton  Castle  Clinic.  In  addition  to  these 
sessions,  vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  performed  each 
month  at  the  Child  Welfare  sessions  on  the  outlying  estates, 
viz.,  Southwick,  Pennywell,  Thorney  Close  and  Ford. 

Routine  propaganda  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

No  notifications  of  diphtheria  were  received  during  the 

year.

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Oral  vaccine  was  offered  to  the  public  from  February  28th 
1962  and  soon  proved  much  more  popular  than  injections  of  Salk 
vaccine. 

As  supplies  improved,  it  was  possible  to  complete  the  course 
of  vaccination  for  persons  who  had  attended  the  Mobile  Unit  in 
the  centre  of  the  town  during  1961  and  special  evening  sessions 
were  held  to  deal  with  them. 

A  total  of  1,460  people  received  their  third  dose  or 
vaccination  at  these  sessions. 

As  in  1961  a  Local  Authority  Medical  Officer,  a  Health 
Visitor  and  records  clerk  visited  various  shipyards  to  complete 
the  vaccinations  commenced  in  the  previous  year  and  271  injec¬ 
tions  were  given  in  this  way.

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Domiciliary  Midwives  continued  to  “follow-up”  cases  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Sunderland  Maternity  Hospital  before  completion 
of  the  puerperium  and  during  the  year  1,460  cases  were  referred 
for  nursing  and  “follow-up”  visits.  There  was  a  gradual  trend 
towards  an  earlier  discharge  of  cases  from  hospital.  This 
resulted  in  additional  nursing  visits. 

Midwives’  Ante-Natal  Sessions. 

In  addition  to  ten  sessions  held  weekly  in  local  authority 
clinics,  ante-natal  work  has  been  carried  out  at  11  specially 
adapted  council  houses  where  midwives  are  in  residence.  These 
houses  have  an  annexe  equipped  as  an  examination  room  and 
waiting  accommodation. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes. 

These  Classes  were  held  throughout  the  year  at  the  following 
centres: - 

The  Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre,  Victoria  House, 

Murton  Street  and  Hylton  Castle  Clinicl .  However,  owing  to  the 
poor  response  at  Hylton  Castle,  mothers  who  desired  to  take 
part  were  transferred  to  the  other  two  centres. 

The  classes  were  conducted  by  a  Physiotherapist  or  a 
Midwife  who  has  attended  the  approved  course  in  parentcraft. 

General . 

Maternity  outfits  are  issued  weekly  at  the  Health  Office 
on  presentation  of  a  form  duly  signed  by  the  midwife,  who  is 
booked  for  delivery  and  they  are  usually  supplied  when  the 
patient  is  36  weeks  pregnant. 

Unfortunately  the  establishment  of  midwives  was  never 
attained  during  the  year. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Staff  Meetings  have  been  held  through¬ 
out  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  items  of  interest  as 
new  drugs,  rules  and  new  methods  etc.,  conducive  to  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  service  are  introduced. 

Lectures  and  Films  have  been  given  as  part  of  an  in-service 
training  programme. 

Post  Graduate  Courses  were  attended  by  the  Non  Medical 
Supervisor,  and  four  Domiciliary  Midwives  during  the  year. 

Co-operation  continues  with  the  Maternity  Hospital  regard¬ 
ing  the  selection  of  cases  for  Hospital  delivery  on  social 
grounds. 
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98  cases  were  visited  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
and  reports  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  or  General  Practitioner 
concerned. 

49  were  recommended  for  Hospital  confinement. 

47  were  recommended  for  Home  Delivery. 

2  miscarriages. 

Defaulters  from  Hospital  Ante-natal  Clinics  were  reported 
to  the  Health  Department  and  home  visits  were  made  by  the  Non- 
Medical  Supervisor  or  her  Deputy. 

Night  Rota  System. 

The  night  rota  system  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily. 
Maternity  Liaison  Committee. 

The  Sunderland  Area  Maternity  Liaison  Committee  continued 
actively  throughout  the  year.  Much  valuable  discussion  took 
place  at  the  Meetings  and  reports  with  recommendations  were 
forwarded  to  the  various  bodies  represented.  It  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  the  obstetric  record  card,  approved  by  the 
Liaison  Committee  in  1961  has  been  generally  accepted  and  is 
proving  of  value. 

In  accordance  with  the  Cranbrook  Report  recommendation, 

3  General  Practitioner  Obstetricians  held  weekly  ante-natal 
sessions  at  the  Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre. 

2  General  Practitioner  Obstetricians  held  weekly  ante¬ 
natal  sessions  at  Hylton  Castle  clinic  beginning  May  1963. 

Mr.  .  Robert  Newton,  Consultant  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist, 
Manchester, gave  the  Annual  lecture  to  midwives  of  the  area  in 
October,  the  subject  being  “Recent  Advances  in  Obstetrics”. 

The  lecture  was  followed  by  a  discussion.  This  year,  an  invi¬ 
tation  was  extended  to  General  Practitioner  Obstetricians  to 
attend. 

Transport  of  Midwives. 

Midwives  who  use  their  own  cars  on  duty  are  classified  as 
“casual  users”  and  given  a  mileage  allowance.  A  Taxi  may  be 
called  upon  in  an  emergency.

Sunderland  Second  Period  Training  School . 

The  Second  period  training  of  pupil  midwives  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

Seven  Domiciliary  Midwives  are  approved  as  District  Teach¬ 
ing  Midwives. 

16  pupils  completed  the  training  and  were  successful  in 
obtaining  their  certificates  at  the  first  attempt. 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  gave  talks  to  groups 
of  83  Senior  Student  Nurses  from  both  the  General  Hospital  and 
the  Royal  Infirmary  and  subsequently  the  Students  were  allowed 
to  accompany  the  midwives  on  their  rounds. 

Premature  Infants. 

There  were  307  notifications  of  premature  live  births  rec¬ 
eived  of  cases  resident  in  the  County  Borough. 

123  of  this  number  were  born  at  home,  and  with  the  exception 
of  46  transferred  to  Hospital,  were  nursed  entirely  at  home. 

Five  Neonatal  deaths  occurred  in  those  infants  nursed  at 

home. 


An  Oxygenaire  incubator  is  used  for  the  transport  of  babies 
to  Hospital.  All  midwifery  and  ambulance  personnel  have  been 
instructed  in  its  use.  The  Ambulance  Service  takes  the  incubator 
to  the  home  on  receipt  of  a  call  from  the  General  Practitioner 
or  Midwife. 

Sudden  Deaths.

In  all  but  two  of  the  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  confirmed 
by  a  post  mortem  examination,  inquests  were  held  in  three  cases. 
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Domestic  Helps. 

The  demand  for  this  service  continued  to  increase  during 
the  year  .  Requests  for  help  came  from  many  sources  such  as 
General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  Home  Nurses,  Midwives, 
Hospital  Almoners,  Welfare  Officers,  Assistance  Board  Officers 
and  Voluntary  Bodies.  Each  case  is  visited  by  the  Organiser  or 
Assistant  Organiser  who  assess  the  amount  of  help  required. 

Cases  are  kept  under  review  by  regular  visiting  of  the 
organisers. 

This  service  is  specially  valuable  to  the  aged  and  infirm 
who  are  able,  by  it,  to  live  in  their  own  homes  in  comfort  and 
remain  independent .

The  average  daily  attendance  at  Thompson  Park  Nursery  of 
children  from  0-2  years  was  9.43  and  of  children  from  2-5  years 
36.46. 

The  average  daily  attendance  at  Elms  West  Nursery  of  chil¬ 
dren  from  0.2  years  was  17.05  and  of  children  2-5  years  was 
27.37. 
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Two  candidates  entered  for  the  examination  of  the  National 
Nursery  Examination  Board  and  one  was  successful  in  obtaining 
the  certificate  at  the  first  attempt,  the  other  student  passed 
at  the  second  attempt. 

A  Deputy  Matron  attended  a  Post  Graduate  Course , 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minder’s  Acts,  1948. 

Two  homes  were  registered  under  the  above  act,  but  no 
children  were  taken  in  for  care  prior  to  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review. 

Blind  Persons  Act. 

95  Visits  to  partially  blind  persons  on  the  register  were 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year. 


INCIDENCE  OF  BLINDNESS 

During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  January  to  31st  December, 
1962,  fiftytwo  forms  B.D.8  were  completed.  Of  these,  three  were 
certified  Not  Blind,  one  of  whom  was  previously  Partially  Sighted, 
twenty-one  were  certified  Blind,  three  of  whom  were  previously 
Partially  Sighted;  and  twenty-five  were  certified  Partially 
Sighted,  one  of  whom  was  previously  Blind  .  One  other  blind  per¬ 
son  was  re-examined  and  retained  on  the  Blind  register  and  two 
Partially  Sighted  cases  were  re-examined  and  retained  on  the 
register  of  Partially  Sighted  persons. 

Blind  Persons. 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  it  is  a  pleasure  to  re¬ 
port  that  no  cases  of  Retrolental  Fibroplasia  were  registered. 

It  is  also  a  pleasure  to  report  that  no  children  were 
registered  during  the  year. 

Nine  cases  of  Cataract  were  registered,  and  of  these  treat¬ 
ment  was  not  recommended  in  three  cases  .  The  other  six  cases 
were  recommended  surgical  treatment  and  of  these  one  person 
refused  treatment,  two  were  still  awaiting  treatment,  and  two 
were  too  ill  to  attend  for  such  treatment .  The  remaining  case 
has  undergone  an  operation  which  has  restored  some  vision  and 
she  is  to  be  re-examined  in  early  1963. 

There  were  four  cases  of  blindness  caused  by  Glaucoma  . 

One  case  was  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  but  she  did  not 
wish  to  attend  .  The  other  three  cases  were  recommended  Medical 
treatment  and  of  these  two  were  stated  to  be  receiving  treat- 
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ment  and  the  general  health  of  the  other  case  prevented  him 
attending  for  such  treatment. 

Other  causes  of  blindness  were:- 

Arteriosclerosis,  Choroidal  Atrophy,  Diabetes,  Iridocyclitis, 
Macular  Degeneration,  Myopia,  Optic  Atrophy,  Retinitis  Pigmentosa, 
Uveitis,  and  Unknown. 

Of  the  eight  cases  in  this  group,  treatment  was  not  recom¬ 
mended  in  three  cases.  In  a  further  three  cases  Hospital  Super¬ 
vision  was  recommended,  two  of  whom  were  attending  regularly  and 
the  third  was  bedfast  and  unable  to  do  so.  One  case  was  recom¬ 
mended  Medical  treatment  and  was  receiving  such  treatment.  The 
remaining  case  was  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  and  Medical 
treatment  and  was  attending  for  such  treatment  when  health  and 
weather  permitted. 

There  were  no  cases  suitable  for  attending  a  course  of 
Rehabilitation. 

Seventeen  of  the  registered  blind  persons  were  over  the 
age  of  sixty-five  years.

Partially  Sighted  Persons. 

There  were  two  children  registered  during  the  year.  One 
male  aged  five  years,  cause  of  defective  vision  being  Cataract, 
was  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  and  Surgical  treatment. 

He  is  attending  Hospital  but  has  not  received  the  treatment. 

The  other  child,  a  female  aged  eight  years,  cause  of  defective 
vision  Right  Eye  -  Unkown,  Left  Eye  -  Myopia,  was  not  recom¬ 
mended  treatment  of  any  kind.. 

Five  cases  were  due  to  Cataract,  and  of  these  one  case  was 
recommended  no  treatment .  Surgical  treatment  was  recommended  in 
one  case  but  she  had  not  received  such  treatment.  The  other 
three  cases  were  recommended  Hospital  Supervision,  two  of  whom 
were  attending  and  the  third  being  bedfast  was  unable  to  do  so. 

There  were  six  cases  of  Glaucoma  registered.  Hospital  Super¬ 
vision  and  Medical  treatment  was  recommended  in  three  cases,  and 
of  these  two  were  attending  regularly  for  treatment  and  the 
third  was  too  ill  to  do  so.  The  other  three  cases  were  recommended 
Hospital  Supervision  only,  one  of  whom  refused  to  attend,  the 
second  was  bedfast  and  the  third  was  said  to  attend  periodically. 

Four  cases  of  Myopia  were  registered  and  of  these  treatment 
was  not  recommended  in  one  case  .  The  other  three  cases  were  all 
recommended  Hospital  Supervision  and  were  said  to  attend  regularly. 

Other  causes  of  defective  vision  were:- 

Anterior  Uveitis,  Central  Artery  Occlusion,  Corneal  Distrophe, 
Detached  Retina,  Disseminated  Sclerosis,  Herpetic  Infection, 
Keratitis,  Macular  Degeneration,  Optic  Atrophy  and  Trauma. 

Of  the  eight  cases  in  this  group,  one  was  recommended  Med¬ 
ical  treatment  and  Hospital  Supervision  and  he  is  stated  to 
attend  regularly  for  the  necessary  treatment.  Medical  treatment 
only  was  recommended  in  one  case  and  she  was  receiving  such 
treatment.  The  other  six  cases  were  recommended  Hospital  Super¬ 
vision,  four  of  whom  were  attending  regularly  and  the  other  two 
were  unable  to  do  so  because  of  ill  health. 
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Eighteen  of  the  registered  Partially  Sighted  persons  were 
over  the  age  of  sixty-five  years. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  salient  features  of  the  work  of  this  service,  are  the 
provision  of  skilled  nursing  care  for  sick  people  at  home  and 
medical  treatment  prescribed  by  the  patient's  general  practi¬ 
tioner.  Patients  are  visited  as  necessary,  many  of  them  twice 
daily,  and  extremely  ill  patients  requiring  treatment  are  also 
visited  in  the  late  evening.  Nursing  appliances  are  available 
on  loan  to  patients. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  an  approved  school  for  the 
training  of  Student  District  Nurses. 

The  Staff  consists  of  1  Superintendent,  1  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendent,  25  full-time  nurses  including  3  male  nurses,  and  6 
part-time  nurses. 

Six  “contract"  houses  on  outlying  estates  have  been  alloted 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  accommodation  of  district  nurses. 

The  Service  has  been  operated  On  similar  lines  to  previous 
years,  all  the  demands  have  been  met.

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  visits  has  been  in  connec 
tion  with  the  care  of  elderly  persons,  65,467  of  the  above 
visits  being  of  this  class,  representing  65.6%  of  the  total 
visits.  The  percentage  of  aged  patients  remaining  on  the  books 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  69.6%. 

94  Student  Nurses  from  Sunderland  Royal  Infirmary  and 
Sunderland  General  Hospital  accompanied  Queen's  Nurses  on  a 
morning  round  on  the  district,  followed  by  talks  and  films  on 
district  nursing  work,  given  by  the  Superintendent  at  Victoria 
House . 

Four  Queen' s  Nurses  attended  Refresher  Courses  -  3  at 
Durham  and  1  at  Liverpool. 
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The  Superintendent  attended  a  1-day  Conference  at  Rotherham, 
arranged  by  the  Queen's  Institute  of  District  Nursing  for  Train¬ 
ing  Home  Superintendents  and  Nursing  Officers,  to  discuss  the 
District  Nurse  Training  Revised  Syllabus,  in  operation  for  last 
2  years.  The  Senior  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Officer  and  the 
Superintendent  attended  quarterly  meetings  of  the  North  Eastern 
Federation  when  items  of  general  interest  and  training  were 
discussed. 

The  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  Area  Welfare  Grant 
Scheme,  which  is  administered  in  Sunderland  on  behalf  of  the 
Foundation,  has  been  extended  to  include  a  Day  and  Night 
Service  for  cancer  patientsL .  Applicants  for  employment  were 
interviewed  by  the  Superintendent  at  Victoria  House.  Employment 
is  of  a  casual  nature,  according  to  demand.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  Mother's  Clubs  at  Newcastle  Road  and  the  Alderman  Jack 
Cohen  Health  Centre  continue  to  be  well  supported  and  form  a 
valuable  nucleus  for  the  dissemination  of  Health  Education 
topics . 

Every  opportunity  is  accepted  in  the  securing  and  display 
of  poster  material  etc.,  which  is  widely  circulated  to  branch 
clinics,  schools  and  other  premises. 

During  the  summer,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  offer  of  a 
site  at  the  Seaburn  Ideal  Homes  Exhibition.  A  stand  was  erected 
and  manned  throughout  the  two  weeks  showing,  from  2  p.m.  - 
10  p.m.  daily,  by  two  Health  Visitors  doing  4  hourly  sessions, 
Saturdays  and  Sundays  included. 

The  stand  was  designed  deliberately  to  startle  the  public 
and  lifelike  models  of  babies  suffering  from  smallpox  and 
diphtheria  were  displayed.  As  well  as  urging  immunisation 
against  these  diseases,  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  press  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  also. 

The  results  were  rather  mixed.  Many  people  showed  a  keen 
interest  in  the  display,  others  were  shocked,  some  were  apathetic. 
145  appointments  were  made  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  and  7 
for  smallpox.  This  must  be  regarded  as  disappointing  considering 
the  expense  and  effort  put  into  the  exhibit.  I  wish  to  record 
my  thanks  to  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  her  staff 
for  the  considerable  amount  of  work  involved. 

The  campaign  against  smoking  necessitated  a  great  deal  of 
preparation  and  lectures  have  been  given,  mainly  in  schools. 

Great  interest  has  been  shown  by  staff  and  students  of  the 
Sunderland  Teachers  Training  College  and  help  was  extended  to 
students  in  the  preparation  of  their  own  projects  on  this 
subject. 

Authorisation  was  given  to  secure  the  services  of  the 
Mobile  Unit  sponsored  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education, 
but  unfortunately  the  team  will  not  be  able  to  visit  this  area 
until  October,  1963.  It  will  be  in  the  town  for  five  days  and 
will  form  the  background  for  a  major  campaign. 

Lectures  on  various  topics  were  given  to  outside  bodies, 
both  lay  and  professional,  by  speakers  from  the  department  and 
these  continue  to  be  well  received. 

The  appointment  of  a  Prevention  of  Accidents  in  the  Home 
Advisor  in  October,  will  enable  more  concentrated  education  on 
this  vital  subject  to  be  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  a  fall  in 
the  home  accident  rate  will  quickly  follow. 
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ALDERMAN  JACK  COHEN  HEALTH  CENTRE 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  . 

Three  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  been  held  weekly  and  have 
been  well  attended. 

Two  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  each  week  attended  by 
Midwives . 

One  Immunisation  weekly  session  at  which  protection  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox  has  been  given.  There  is 
a  notable  increase  in  the  demand  for  immunisation  with  Triple 
Antigen. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  sessions  have  been  held  as  and 
when  required. 

(The  figures  for  the  above  have  been  included  in  the 
appropriate  section). 

Facilities  are  available  for  Health  Education  and  Talks  have 
been  given  and  discussions  held  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects 
supported  by  the  use  of  a  film  projector. 

The  Distribution  Centre  for  Welfare  Foods  has  been  open 
daily. 

During  the  year  a  relaxation  class  was  continued  for 
Expectant  Mothers  who  are  instructed  by  Midwives  who  have 
attended  the  appropriate  course. 

Interest  has  continued  to  be  shown  in  the  Centre,  visitors 
included  the  Minister  of  Health,  representatives  from  Korea, 
Holland  and  Norway  and  a  party  from  the  Central  Office  of 
Information.  Student  Nurses  have  also  visited  the  Centre  as 
part  of  their  course  of  instruction. 

Pharmacy. 

During  1962,  20,371  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  instructions  on  13,724  forms  E.C.10,  compared  with 
21,761  prescriptions  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  number 
of  prescriptions  dispensed  daily  was  66. 

Owing  to  the  use  of  trial  poliomyelitis  vaccine  fewer 
sterile  syringes  were  required  for  use  in  clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners. 

During  the  year  the  Pharmacy  became  responsible  for  the 
requisition,  storage  and  issue  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine, stocks 
of  Triple  Anti -gen  were  also  held  at  the  Pharmacy. 
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The  orders  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Pharmacist  from  the  various  departments  attached 
to  the  Health  Office. 

General  Practitioners. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  using  the  five  suites  at  the  Health  Centre. 

The  School  Clinic  have  again  utilised  one  of  the  suites 
which,  in  addition  to  making  more  use  of  the  suites,  also  eli¬ 
minates  the  necessity  for  children  to  travel  in  to  the  central 
clinic. 

The  Staff  Nurse  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  has  given 
1,723  injections,  1,284  dressings  and  3,430  other  types  of  nur¬ 
sing  treatment  during  the  year  under  review. 

Dental  Section. 

The  high  standard  of  accommodation  and  facilities  provided 
in  the  dental  suite  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  health 
service. 

812  sessions  were  held  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment 
of  school  children  and  pre-school  children. 

Provision  of  the  dental  laboratory  in  the  suite  permits 
direct  co-operation  between  the  professional  and  technical 
staff  and  the  following  work  was  completed  at  a  very  high 
standard  by  the  Dental  Technician:-  *

Meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  attended  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Practitioners,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Senior 
Medical  Officer, for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  Health 
Centre  staff  to  deal  with  domestic  problems  connected  with  the 
day  to  day  running  of  the  Centre.  A  General  Practitioner  has 
been  elected  Chairman  and  the  Centre  Supervisor  acts  as 
Secretary.  These  meetings  have  proved  of  inestimable  benefit, 
making  for  closer  co-operation  and  ironing  out  many  difficulties. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951. 

This  Section  deals  with  the  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  During  the  year 
there  were  no  cases  removed  under  the  Act. 

Spastic  Paralysis. 

There  are  35  Borough  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  on  the 
books  at  the  Sunderland  Orthopaedic  and  Accident  Hospital. 

19  of  these  cases  are  below  school  leaving  age.  The  liaison 
in  the  matter  of  treatment  between  the  Sunderland  County 
Borough  and  the  local  Orthopaedic  Service  is  quite  good. 
Facilities  are  available  for  special  teaching  both  by  Home 
Teaching  and  at  Thornfield  Open  Air  School  for  the  cases 
which  are  suitable.  In  addition,  cases  are  occasionally 
referred  to  the  Percy  Hedley  School  for  Spastics  in  Newcastle. 

11  children  were  in  attendance  at  Thornfield  special 
school  for  physically  handicapped  children. 

7  children  were  in  attendance  at  Residential  Schools 
as  weekly  boarders. 

4  children  attended  Ford  Hall  special  school  for 
educationally  sub-normal  children. 
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Mental  Health  Service. 

There  are  11  males  and  32  females  under  statutory  super¬ 
vision,  also  8  males  and  8  females  in  hospital,  suffering  from 
cerebral  palsy. 

8  of  these  cases  are  in  attendance  at  the  Adult  Classes 
and  8  in  the  Junior  Classes  at  the  Training  Centre,  and  despite 
their  limitations,  respond  well  to  occupational  guidance.  Those 
who  are  not  suitable  for  occupation  centre  training  remain  in 
their  own  homes. 

There  are  no  mentally  ill  spastic  sufferers  from  Sunderland 
detained  in  hospitals  provided  solely  for  the  treatment  and 
training  of  this  type  of  patient.

Syphilis. 

Six  cases  of  primary  syphilis  were  diagnosed  during  the 
year  as  against  two  in  1961. 

Five  of  these  infections  were  acquired  outside  the  United 
Kingdom  and  in  the  sixth  case  the  source  was  never  traced,  but 
might  have  been  in  Durham. 

Treatment. 

Has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

Gonorrhoea. 

Fewer  cases  of  acute  gonorrhoea  were  diagnosed  than  in 
previous  years,  but  quite  a  number  of  cases  reporting  having 
received  some  treatment  before  their  first  attendances  and 
although  Gonococci  cannot  be  found  may  have  originally  been 
cases  of  gonorrhoea.  These  are  shown  under  N.G.U. 

Urethritis . 

The  incidence  of  N.G.U.  remains  about  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  two  years. 
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Treatment  has  been  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  and  has 
proved  quite  satisfactory. 

Visits.  During  the  year,  the  Health  Visitor  (seconded  for 
this  purpose)  made  50  personal  visits,  of  this  number  38  per¬ 
sons  were  contacted  and  12  visits^ proved  ineffectual.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  these  visits  38  persons  reported  to  the  clinic. 

Ante-natal  Cases.  Of  the  two  cases  carried  over  from  1961 
for  delivery  in  1962,  1  was  discharged  before  delivery  and  the 
other  resulted  in  a  miscarriage. 

The  total  number  of  ante -natal  mothers  for  the  Borough  for 
1962  was  8.

The  number  of  Merchant  Seamen  reporting  shows  an  increase 
of  30. 

The  most  important  increase  being  several  cases  of  early 
syphilis,  all  acquired  in  Foreign  countries. 

Only  two  patients  were  given  in-patient  treatment  and 
these  were  both  Polish  Seamen  taken  off  the  same  fishing  boat 
with  Primary  Syphilis. 

They  were  kept  in  hospital  for  14  days. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  112  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified, 
26  less  than  the  previous  year.  90  cases  were  pulmonary  and  22 
non  pulmonary,  of  these  61  were  males  and  51  females.

SUNDERLAND  BOROUGH  SUMMARY  OF  STATISTICAL  INFORMATION,  1962 
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Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee: - 

Consequent  upon  the  steady  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  the  number  of  applications  for  assistance  continues 
to  decrease.  It  should  however  be  noted  that  although  the  number 
of  individuals  being  assisted  is  less,  the  amount  of  help  in 
relation  to  each  family  increases  especially  where  the  patient 
is  the  breadwinner.  Many  problems  arise  and  this  is  where  in 
addition  to  material  aid,  friendly  advice  and  guidance  is 
essential  and  may  be  the  more  pressing  need. 

During  the  year  163  applications  have  been  dealt  with  and, 
in  addition  to  Statutory  aid,  the  voluntary  fund  has  supplemented 
in  various  ways.

14  granted  footwear.

5  children  benefitted  from  regular  quarterly  grants 
through  the  Sponsorship  Department  of  Save  the 
Children  Fund.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  opening  of  the  new  combined  Training  Centre  at  Humbledon 
has  enabled  the  reorganisation  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  to 
be  completed.  The  old  Murton  Street  premises  have  been  closed 
and  all  the  mental  welfare  officers  are  now  accommodated  at  the 
Health  Department  in  Thornholme  Road. 

The  transfer  of  trainees  to  the  new  centre  took  place  at 
the  beginning  of  September  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we 
were  able  to  obtain  sufficient  staff  of  a  high  calibre  to  fill 
the  additional  vacancies  in  the  establishment. 

In  the  selection  of  suitable  applicants  for  the  posts  of 
Assistant  Supervisor  in  the  adult  section,  emphasis  was  laid 
on  the  ability  to  teach  a  craft  or  trade  rather  than  experience 
in  the  mental  health  field  and  this  policy  has  been  justified 
by  results.  The  centre,  which  is  situated  in  Portland  Road, 
caters  for  75  juniors  of  both  sexes  and  50  adult  females.  It 
was  originally  planned  to  accommodate  50  adult  males  also,  but 
the  decision  to  install  power  machinery  has  cut  down  the  space 
available  and  it  is  only  possible  to  accept  35  adult  male 
trainees.  The  type  of  construction  however,  lends  itself  to 
easy  extension  of  the  premises  and  no  doubt  this  will  have  to 
be  considered  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  junior  trainees  are  grouped  in  classes  according  to 
their  abilities  irrespective  of  chronological  age  or  sex  and 
there  is  also  a  nursery  section.  It  has  not  been  possible  at 
present  to  provide  a  special  care  unit  for  those  children 
deemed  to  be  untrainable. 

Activities  on  the  male  adult  side  are  carried  out  mainly 
as  before  but  the  provision  of  the  power  machinery  has  enabled 
us  to  undertake  more  ambitious  projects  especially  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  certain  furniture  items  which  are  made  to  special 
order.  A  car  washing  bay  has  been  provided  which  enables  this 
work  to  be  carried  out  in  all  weathers  and  a  regular  and  satis¬ 
fied  clientele  has  been  established. 

A  new  feature  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  senior  girls 
is  the  washing,  ironing  and  packaging  of  hand  towels  undertaken 
on  behalf  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Department.  A  washing  machine 
and  hand  operated  flat  bed  ironer  have  been  installed  to  carry 
out  this  work. 

There  are  two  dining  halls  at  the  Centre  and  it  was  origin¬ 
ally  intended  that  one  be  used  by  the  Adult  males  and  the  other 
by  the  Adult  females  and  juniors.  Prior  to  opening  however,  it 
was  decided  that  the  two  adult  groups  would  eat  together*  and  the 
other  dining  hall  would  be  used  solely  by  the  children.  This  is 
more  in  keeping  with  modern  thought  and  practice  and  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  artificial  and  unnatural  barriers  for  the  mentally  handi¬ 
capped  is  to  be  deprecated. 
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The  adaptations  of  the  premises  secured  for  hostels  for 
the  mentally  infirm  are  unfortunately  still  not  completed  but 
it  is  hoped  that  both  hostels  will  be  ready  for  occupation 
early  in  the  new  year. 

The  five  mental  welfare  officers  all  deal  with  cases  of 
subnormality  and  severe  subnormality  as  well  as  their  duties 
under  the  Act  concerning  patients  suffering  from  psychiatric 
disturbances.  The  number  of  calls  on  the  officers  remains 
fairly  constant  though  at  a  high  level.  The  number  of  home 
visits  to  psychiatric  patients  has  increased  considerably  as 
the  provision  of  additional  car  allowances  enables  the  officers 
to  see  far  more  patients  than  previously.  The  number  of  visits 
to  subnormal  patients  has  been  drastically  reduced  following 
the  radical  pruning  of  those  patients  under  supervision,  con¬ 
sequent  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  Act.  Patients  who  are 
felt  to  be  no  longer  in  need  of  regular  supervision  are 
encouraged  to  bring  their  problems  to  the  mental  welfare 
officers  if  and  when  they  arise,  and  there  is  no  feeling  that 
they  have  been  abandoned. 

There  is  still  some  difficulty  in  securing  beds  for 
emergency  admissions  especially  for  the  elderly  patients  but 
the  delays  are  kept  to  an  absolute  minimum. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  relationship  between  the 
various  hospitals  and  the  Health  Department  remain  excellent 
and  I  am  grateful  to  the  hospital  staffs  concerned  for  their 
co-operation. 

,  Two  additional  school  medical  officers  have  been  approved 
for  the  ascertainment  of  E.S.N.  children  and  those  unsuitable 
for  education  in  school,  and  as  a  result,  the  waiting  list  of 
children  for  ascertainment  has  been  drastically  reduced.  This 
is  reflected  in  twice  the  number  of  notifications  from  the 
Local  Education  Authority  than  last  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  G.S.  Pidler  to  the  staff  as 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  in  place  of  the  late  Dr.  Hinds.

2,396  visits  for  observation  and  investigation  were  made 
by  mental  welfare  officers  and  388  interviews  held  at  the 
Health  Department  in  respect  of  mentally  ill  patients.

Talks  to  traders,  organisations,  etc.,  continue  to  be  given 
and  many  problems  come  to  light  in  this  way. 

The  Food  Traders  Voluntary  Guild  of  Hygiene,  an  active  body 
in  Sunderland  continues  to  play  its  part.  The  Guild  appoints  its 
own  officers  from  the  many  traders  and  functions  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
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During  the  year  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  with  particular  regard 
to  the  following  premises: - 

Grocers  and  General  Dealers  Shops. 

A  general  improvement  has  been  slowly  effected  throughout 
the  year.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  negotiating  with 
both  owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  in  order  to  achieve  in¬ 
stallations  of  facilities  which  have  necessitated  additional 
drainage  and  other  structural  work. 

Some  problems  still  exist  in  lock  up  shops  where  drainage 
installation  is  either  impossible  or  impracticable.  As  far  as 
possible  we  have  advised  that  such  premises  be  used  for  other 
purposes  than  for  the  retailing  of  open  food.

Revisits  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  to  those 
premises  not  complying  with  the  Regulations.  These  revisits 
have  effected  some  further  improvements  in  these  shops  but 
difficulties  still  exist  mainly  due  to  the  nature  of  the  trade 
and  the  problem  of  storage  and  removal  of  trade  waste.

Bacteriological  Examinations  for  Pathogenic  Organisms. 

Excellent  collaboration  has  been  received  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of 
bacteriological  aids  in  assessing  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of 
certain  carcases  intended  for  food.  This  service  is  of  the 
greatest  value  in  what  are  known  as  “border line”  cases  in  which 
there  is  some  suspicion  that  the  animal  was  affected  with  a 
systemic  disease  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and  the  flesh  or 
organs  of  which  might  therefore  be  dangerous  if  consumed. 

Foreign  Matter  in  Foodstuffs: 

A  number  of  cases  relating  to  foreign  matter  in  foodstuffs 
were  investigated.  In  three  cases  legal  proceedings  were  insti¬ 
tuted  and  fines  of  £10,  £15  and  £35  respectively,  were  imposed

Of  the  369  samples  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  11 
(2.98%)  were  non-genuine  while  in  1961  of  293  samples  submitted 
9  (3.07%)  were  non -genuine. 


The  eleven  non-genuine  samples  were  dealt  with  as  follows: - 

1  Sample  shredded  suet  contained  79.5%  fat  against  the  minimum 
requirement  of  83%  of  beef  fat.  The  retailer  and  manufac¬ 
turer  were  both  cautioned. 


1  Sample  of  coco-nut  squares  was  reported  to  be  unfit  for  sale 

due  to  rancidity.  The  manufacturer  concerned  was  informed 
and  the  whole  of  this  batch  from  which  the  sample  was 
taken,  was  destroyed. 

2  Informal  samples  of  ice-cream  were  stated  to  be  non-genuine; 

Formal  samples  taken  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

1  Sample  Malt  Vinegar  was  reported  to  contain  a  pellicle  of 
Mother  of  Vinegar  and  to  be  unsuitable  for  sale.  The 
retailer's  remaining  stocks  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  manufacturer's  attention  was  drawn  to 
this  report  from  the  Analyst. 

1  Informal  sample  of  fish  cakes  was  reported  to  be  non-genuine. 
1  formal  sample  was  taken  and  this  too  was  unsatisfactory. 
The  manufacturer  concerned  received  a  caution. 


1  Cream  sponge  was  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  that  the 
cream  filling  contained  fat  which  was  not  wholly  butter- 
fat.  The  manufacturer  was  cautioned. 

3  Samples  of  milk  were  reported  to  be  non-genuine  -  the  producers 
concerned  were  cautioned. 
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Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

Ice-Cream  Factories,  Merchants  and  Dealers.  A  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  all  premises  where  ice¬ 
cream  is  being  manufactured,  stored  and  sold.  Frequent  inspections 
are  made  at  local  factories  during  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream, 
particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  subsequent  cleansing  and 
sterilising  of  equipment  after  use.  There  were  122  samples,  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  87.8%  were  satisfactory 
compared  with  87.7%  in  1961. 

The  average  fat  content  of  ice-cream  samples  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis  was  7.3%  compared  with  the  figure  for  1961 
which  was  7.9%.

Water.  The  source  of  supply  remains  unchanged  and  the  qual 
ity  and  quantity  satisfactory. 


Water  Supply. 

178  samples  of  water  from  the  town  mains  supply  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Swiming  Baths. 

22  visits  were  made  to  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  and 
12  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  baths.  These  samples  were 

satisfactory. 

There  are  3  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough,  each  is 
filled  from  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company 
reservoirs  supplied  by  town  mains.  Continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination  is  carried  out  at  each  of  the  baths  which  are  only 
emptied  when  repairs  are  necessary. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  during  the  periods  when  the 
baths  are  being  used  to  capacity  and  the  bacteriological  exa¬ 
mination  of  the  samples  shows  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. 

Adequate  showers  and  footbaths  are  provided  to  reduce  the 
possibility  of  contamination  of  the  baths  by  the  public. 
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Rivers  and  Streams.  As  a  result  of  the  survey  of  river  and 
sea  pollution  action  is  being  taken  for  the  prevention  of  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  River  Wear  and  the  town  beaches.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

During  the  past  year  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
carried  out  on  surveys  of  premises  in  three  peripheral  areas  of 
the  town.  These  Areas,  which  consist  mainly  of  Council  houses 
built  in  the  immediate  post-war  period  and  comprising  some 
16,756  dwellings,  163  commercial,  and  53  other  premises,  cover 
an  area  of  2,334  acres. 

In  November  proposals  were  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee 
to  consider  making  three  Smoke  Control  Orders  on  these  properties. 
The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Council  that  these  Orders  be 
made,  but  after  discussion  by  the  Council,  the  proposals  were 
referred  back  for  further  consideration  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  appeared  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  there  was  a  suffi¬ 
cient  supply  of  suitable  open  fire  smokeless  fuel  available.  After 
consultation  with  the  Northern  Gas  Board  who  are  responsible  for 
the  production  of  “Gloco”  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  carry  out  all  the  works  of  adaptation  and  renewal,  including 
the  installation  of  gas  services  in  houses,  most  of  which  had 
solid  floors  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  complete  the  work 
in  1963. 

The  Board  felt  that  as  production  in  this  area  of  “Gloco” 
was  now  reaching  its  maximum  output,  they  could  not  be  expected 
to  stockpile  smokeless  fuel  until  such  times  as  we  required  it, 
as  other  Authorities  were  making  increasing  demands  for  smoke¬ 
less  fuel  in  order  to  carry  out  their  smoke  control  programmes. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  our  proposals  were  modified  and 
an  Order  was  made  covering  one  of  the  proposed  areas. 
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This  area,  covering  1,094  acres  on  the  Western  perimeter 
of  the  town  which  will  affect  9,525  dwellings  and  154  commercial 
and  other  properties,  is  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  to  become  operative  on  1st 
December,  1963.  In  establishing  such  a  large  area  we  feel  that 
it  is  inevitable  that  there  will  be  some  opposition  to  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  the  Order.  This,  of  course,  will  mean  a  Public 
Enquiry,  which  may  delay  the  operative  date  of  the  Order. 

During  the  Survey,  the  main  objections  to  the  proposals 
were  the  cost  of  smokeless  fuels  in  comparison  with  coal,  the 
availability  of  suitable  fuel,  the  location  of  the  Area,  and 
the  fact  that  as  the  Area  was  on  higher  ground  than  the  main 
sources  of  smoke  pollution  were  industrial  furnaces  rather  than 
the  domestic  fire.  In  considering  these  objections  we  feel  that 
the  public  must  be  made  aware  of  the  considerably  higher  calori¬ 
fic  value  of  the  smokeless  fuel  when  compared  with  coal  and  the 
fact  that  a  fair  proportion  of  the  heating  value  of  the  coal 
they  are  now  using  is  going  up  the  chimney  in  smoke. 

With  regard  to  supplies  of  fuel,  we  have  been  assured  by 
the  Northern  Gas  Board  that  the  estimated  22,000  tons  which 
will  be  required  will  be  made  available  and  the  replacement  of 
this  amount  of  coal  with  coke  should  effect  a  considerable  re¬ 
duction  in  the  amount  of  smoke  over  the  town  as  a  whole. 

This  area  has  been  taken  after  careful  consideration  and 
study  of  records  of  wind  direction  over  the  past  five  years 
during  which  period  winds  were  from  a  Westerly  direction  for 
60%  of  the  period.  The  fact  that  the  area  chosen  is  on  a  higher 
plane  has  little  bearing  on  the  matter  as  domestic  smoke  dis¬ 
charged  at  a  low  level  tends  to  drift  downwards  over  the  rest 
of  the  town.  This  is  borne  out  by  readings  obtained  in  the  six 
daily  volumetric  smoke  gauges  which  are  in  operation  in  the 
Borough.  The  readings  from  these  gauges  indicate  a  definite 
increase  in  the  amount  of  smoke  pollution  from  West  to  East. 

It  is  the  question  of  smokeless  fuels  supplies  for  future 
areas  which  is  causing  most  concern,  and  local  Authorities  in 
the  North  East  should  have  some  assurance  from  the  responsible 
Ministers  and  fuel  producers  that  open  fire  fuels  will  be 
available  when  they  are  planning  future  programmes.  Supplies  of 
hard  coke  produced  by  the  National  Coal  Board  are  adequate  and 
the  Minister  has  stated  that  the  cost  involved  on  the  installation 
of  closed  appliances  would  qualify  for  a  grant. 

With  the  recession  in  the  Steel  Industry  in  the  area  there 
has  been  a  reduction  in  the  demand  for  hard  coke  which  has,  up 
to  now,  been  manufactured  mainly  by  the  Coal  Board  and  the  Steel 
Industry.  This  reduction  in  output  has  resulted  in  a  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  gas  available  to  the  Gas  Boards.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  absolutely  essential  that  if  “Clean  Air”  is  to  be  an 
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accomplished  fact  in  the  North  East,  we  must  have  the  assurance 
that  the  machinery  exists  for  the  provision  of  suitable  fuel. 

It  is  rather  early  yet  to  assess  the  results  of  the  daily 
volumetric  gauge  readings  which  we  are  operating  in  conjunction 
with  the  National  Survey  on  Atmospheric  Pollution  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  and  there  has 
been  no  opportunity  of  comparing  results  obtained  in  Sunderland 
with  those  of  similar  sized  towns  taking  part  in  the  Survey. 

Prom  a  study  of  the  local  results,  however,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  smoke  pollution  in  this  area  is  considerably  higher  than 
was  anticipated,  and  the  only  effective  remedy  is  an  accelerated 
smoke  control  programme  subject  to  a  satisfactory  supply  of  fuel. 

A  series  of  ignition  tests  were  carried  out  on  fireplaces 
in  Council  houses  in  conjunction  with  the  Northern  Gas  Board  and 
the  Coal  Utilisation  Council  after  complaints  had  been  received 
from  occupiers  of  these  houses,  and  in  future  smoke  control  areas 
all  fireplaces  will  have  integral  gas  ignition  fitted. 

The  National  Coal  Board  assisted  in  trials  on  various  makes 
of  under-floor  draught  fires  and  as  a  result  over  700  appliances 
of  this  type  are  to  be  installed  in  Council  houses  at  present  in 
the  course  of  construction,  and  as  these  fireplaces  are  capable 
of  burning  hard  coke,  it  will  lessen  the  demands  for  open  fire 
fuel  when  these  houses  are  included  in  a  smoke  control  area. 

We  have  discussed  with  the  Coal  Board  the  supply  of  suitable 
fuels  for  under-feed  stokers  in  various  schools  and  other  build¬ 
ings,  which  were  installed  just  after  the  war.  We  were  able  to 
ensure  a  supply  of  fuel  for  any  such  plant  in  buildings  which  will 
be  in  the  proposed  smoke  control  area.  The  modification  to  the 
existing  underfeed  stokers  was  also  discussed  with  the  manufac¬ 
turers  concerned,  and  we  see  no  reason  why,  when  these  altera¬ 
tions  are  carried  out,  that  there  will  be  any  cause  for  complaint 
from  any  of  these  furnaces.

36  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  the 
above  Act,  and  6  samples  of  Fertilizer  and  6  samples  of  Animal 
Feeding  Stuffs  were  taken.  All  samples  satisfied  the  Statutory 
Statement  each  accompanied. 

18  samples  of  Animal  Feeding  Stuffs  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  after  a  sample  of  pig  finishing 
meal  was  reported  to  be  infected  with  Salmonella  Seftenberg. 
None  of  the  samples  were  affected  but  regular  samples  are 
being  taken  of  meat  and  fish  meals  which  are  used  in  making 
up  these  compound  animal  feeding  stuffs  at  a  local  mill. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

There  are  11  registered  premises  and  2  premises  licensed 
to  store  Rag  Flock  in  the  Borough.  16  Visits  were  made  to  these 
premises  during  1962.  1  Person  was  cautioned  for  failing  to 
maintain  proper  records  of  filling  materials.  All  filling  mater 
ials  inspected  were  from  approved  sources  and  were  warranted  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  No  Rag  Flock  or  other 
filling  material  is  being  manufactured  in  the  Borough  and  no 
samples  were  taken. 

Offensive  Trades.

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  Part  II  Poisons,  Health  Provisions. 

69  Licences  were  taken  out  by  shop-keepers  during  the  year. 
24  visits  were  made  during  the  period  respecting  bottling,  lab¬ 
elling  and  storage.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  storage 
of  these  poisons  and  the  keeping  of  retailers  Registers  of  Poi¬ 
sons,  particularly  where  these  poisons  are  ordered  by  phone  and 
delivered  to  farmers,  etc. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960. 

3  Complaints  of  noise  nuisance  have  been  received  during 
the  year,  one  of  which  has  since  been  abated. 

The  remaining  instances  continue  to  be  investigated  and 
all  that  is  possible  is  being  done  under  difficult  circumstances.

SECTION  V  -  WATER  SUPPLY 

Drinking  water  for  the  port  is  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Company. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  the  hydrants  used  for 
supplying  drinking  water  to  vessels  which  are  situated  in  a 
number  of  ship  building  and  ship  repairing  premises  within  the 
Port  Health  District. 

In  9  shipyards  and  12  wharves  and  quays  and  on  the  Water 
Boat,  60  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  bac¬ 
teriologist  who  reported  that  all  samples  show  no.B  coli  per 
100  ml  and  were  highly  satisfactory. 
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SECTION  VI  -  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS, 1952. 

Arrangements  are  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years. 

The  number  of  Declarations  of  Health  rendered  to  the  Port 
Health  Authority  during  1962  was  157  compared  with  145  for  the 
preceding  year,  none  of  which  reported  infectious  diseases  on 
board  on  arrival. 

7  Declarations  of  Health  were  rendered  by  Masters  of 
vessels  trading  between  “Excepted”  Ports  and  this  Country  who 
normally  would  not  have  rendered  such  a  declaration. 

Boarding  of  Vessels  on  Arrival:. 

During  the  year  under  review  52  vessels  arriving  direct 
from  foreign  ports  were  met  immediately  on  arrival  by  officers 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  majority  of  these  vessels  arrived  from  East  Europe, 
the  Levant,  Africa,  Asia  or  South  America  and  in  most  instances 
medical  examination  of  all  persons  on  board  was  carried  out. 

Vessels  arriving  from  the  nearer  Continental  ports  which 
may  have  previously  been  in  any  of  the  areas  mentioned  above, 
were  also  met  on  arrival. 

Vessels  arriving  solely  from  Norway,  Denmark,  Sweden  and 
the  nearer  Continental  ports  were  visited  as  soon  as  practicable 
during  normal  working  hours. 

34  vessels  arrived  and  were  boarded  outside  of  normal  work¬ 
ing  hours. 

Illegal  Boarding  of  Vessel. 

M/V.  SILVERWEIR*  arrived  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  via  Amsterdam, 

,  22nd  February,  1962.  Immediately  on  arrival  the  vessel  entered 
one  of  the  Dry-docks,  and  was  boarded  by  the  Deputy  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector. .  All  members 
of  the  crew  were  subject  to  medical  examination  as  the  vessel 
had  arrived  from  a  port  scheduled  as  infected  with  Smallpox. 

It  was  found  later  that  a  number  of  employees  of  a  Shipbuilding 
firm  had  boarded  the  vessel  while  the  quarantine  signal  was  still 
shown.  When  the  attention  of  these  employees  was  drawn  to  the 
infringement  of  the  regulations,  all  pleaded  ignorance  of  the 
meaning  of  the  quarantine  signal.  The  attention  of  the  management 
of  this  firm  was  drawn  to  the  absolute  necessity  for  strict 
observance  of  these  regulations.  On  request  a  copy  of  a  Maritime 
Declaration  of  Health,  which  shows  the  appropriate  signals  which 
are  to  be  displayed  by  vessels  arriving  during  the  day  or  night 
and  to  which  these  Regulations  apply,  was  forwarded  to  them  and 
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they  have  since  intimated  that  these  signals  have  been  drawn  to 
the  attention  of  all  of  their  personnel  who  may  be  required  to 
board  arriving  vessels,  and  strict  instructions  have  been 
issued  that  such  persons  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  regulations.

Should  a  case  of  suspected  Smallpox  be  notified  to  this 
Authority  the  procedure  detailed  in  the  Annual  Report,  i960, 
would  be  adhered  to. 

Smallpox  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

As  result  of  the  occurrence  of  a  number  of  cases  of 
Smallpox  in  England  and  Wales  the  Ministry  of  Health  advised 
that  persons  whose  duties  took  them  into  close  contact  with 
passengers  or  members  of  crews  on  board  of  vessels  arriving  from 
Asiatic  Ports  should  be  re -vaccinated.  All  members  of  the  Sun¬ 
derland  Pilotage  Authority,  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard), 
those  members  of  the  Sunderland  Constabulary  who  would  be  en¬ 
gaged  in  Port  duties,  a  number  of  the  Local  Shipping  Agents, 
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Ministry  of  Transport  (Marine  Division)  and  all  members  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority  staff  were  re-vaccinated.  It  is  contem¬ 
plated  that  re-vaccination  should  be  offered  to  all  of  the  above 
each  year.  A  number  of  Foreign  Governments  notified  that  Vaccin¬ 
ation  Certificates  would  be  required  for  travellers  arriving  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  consequently  a  number  of  both  Foreign  and 
British  Shipowners  required  all  of  their  crews  to  be  re-vaccinated 
before  the  vessels  left  the  port.

Remarks  by  Dr.  Kirkhouse. 

A  greater  number  of  Merchant  Seamen  attended  the  Clinic  this 
year  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


The  figures  for  Syphilis  include  two  primary  cases,  British, 
one  of  which  was  a  transfer  having  been  diagnosed  at  another 
Clinic  and  two  foreign  (Polish)  seamen  were  primary  cases,  all 
these  men  had  acquired  the  infection  in  foreign  countries.  The 
remaining  cases  2  British  and  2  Foreign  were  diagnosed  Latent 
Syphilis,  blood  tests  having  been  found  positive  during  routine 
examination.

CASES  LANDED  FROM  SHIPS  FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 
Amoebic  Dysentery. 

M/V.  “CHILKA”,  arrived  from  East  African  Ports,  24th  March,  1962* 
on  26th  March  the  Deck  Casab  requested  medical  attention 
and  was  treated  on  board  by  a  general 'medical  practitioner. 
After  the  vessel  sailed  stools  which  had  been  submitted  by 
the  general  practitioners  for  examination  by  the  pathologist 
revealed  that  the  case  was  one  of  slight  Amoebic  Dysentery.

Jaundice. 

M/V.  “CHILKA”,  from  East  African  Ports,  arrived  24th  March,  1962. 
Master  reported  that  the  5th  Engineer  had  been  removed  to 
Hospital,  Zanzibar,  15th  January,  1962.  Cause  of  illness 
was  later  stated  to  be  a  slight  attack  of  infective  jaundice. 
The  patient  returned  to  the  vessel  at  a  later  date  and  no 
other  cases  occurred  on  board. 
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HEALTH  CONTROL  -  ASIATIC  CREWS 

Strict  surveillance  has  continued  to  be  maintained  in  cases 
where  Asiatic  members  of  crews  have  arrived  in  the  port  to  join 
vessels  after  travelling  to  this  country  by  air.  No  cases  of  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  occurred  among  members  of  these  crews. 

In  two  instances  Asiatic  crews  arrived  at  Cambridge  and 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Airports.  No  notification  was  received  by 
this  authority  of  the  arrival  of  these  seamen  at  either  of  these 
airports,  from  the  Medical  Officers  in  charge.  The  first  inti¬ 
mation  received  was  from  the  agents  of  the  vessels.  The  Medical 
Officers  of  the  airports  were  communicated  with  by  telephone  and 
an  assurance  received  from  them  that  at  the  time  of  arrival  all 
of  the  members  of  these  crews  appeared  quite  well  and  their 
vaccination  certificates  were  in  order.  They  also  stated  that 
any  future  arrivals  of  Asiatic  crews  bound  for  vessels  lying  in 
the  Port  would  be  officially  notified  to  this  authority. 

The  masters  of  any  vessels  whose  crews  had  arrived  in  this 
country  by  air  were  requested  to  notify  immediately  to  this 
Authority  any  cases  of  sickness.  Periodical  visits  were  paid  by 
officers  of  the  authority  to  such  vessels  while  they  remained 
in  the  port.

SECTION  XII  -  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS 

FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

1.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  arrival  such  ships  are  system 
atically  searched  by  the  authority's  rodent  operator  under  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector.  .  All  possible  harbourages  are  care¬ 
fully  noted,  also  any  damage  to  cargo  and  stores,  paying  part¬ 
icular  attention  to  excreta,  gnawings,  runs  and  smears. 

From  stem  to  stern  every  compartment  is  minutely  inspected 
and  it  rests  entirely  upon  the  result  of  such  inspections  as  to 
whether  or  not  repressive  measures  are  undertaken. 

2.  All  rats  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  pathological 
examination  from  such  vessels  are  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Havelock  Hospital,  Sunderland. 

5  Black  Rats  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  during  the  year  under  review  and  in  every 
instance  they  were  returned  as  “Bacillus  Pest  is  Not  Found". 

In  the  case  of  a  carcase  of  1  Black  Rat  submitted  from 
the  S/S.  “Henzee",  which  arrived  from  Beirut,  Aqaba,  Suez, 

Susa,  on  the  25th  October,  1962,  the  Pathologist  reported 
“Salmonellae  Bovis  Morbificans  Present"  .  As  the  vessel  was 
proceeding  to  London  to  load  general  cargo  for  Levantine  Ports 
and  this  cargo  included  some  foodstuffs  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Port  of  London  Health  Authority  was  notified 
of  the  Pathological  Report. 

656  Vessels  have  been  searched  for  rats  and/or  their 
Deratting  Certificates  examined  during  the  year  compared  with 
516  vessels  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1961. 
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Rat  destruction  was  carried  out  on  board  of  5  vessels  com¬ 
pared  with  4  vessels  in  1961,  resulting  in  the  destruction  of 
41  Rats  compared  with  13  Rats  and  11  Mice  for  the  preceding 
year. 

Hancock  Museum. 

The  bodies  of  18  Black  Rats  trapped  on  board  the  S/S. 
“Henzee”  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Authorities  of  the  Hancock 
Museum,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  in  response  to  a  further  request 
received  from  thenl  It  is  intended  that  such  specimens,  after 
suitable  treatment  and  mounting,  should  be  made  available  to 
various  Colleges  and  Schools. 

Enquiries  as  to  rodent  prevalence  were  also  made  on  board 
of  993  vessels. 

32  Rats  and  2  Mice  were  destroyed,  principally  by  trapping 
at  Warehouses  and  Wharves  on  the  river  and  dock  premises,  com¬ 
pared  with  117  Rats  and  6  Mice  for  1961,  making  a  total  of  73 
Rats  and  2  Mice  for  1962,  compared  with  130  Rats  and  17  Mice 
for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  1,464  poison  baits,  compared  with  5,195  for 
the  preceding  year,  were  laid  at  various  points  where  trapping 
was  considered  futile,  the  result  of  which  cannot  be  properly 
estimated. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  vessels  was  l,66i  and 
to  Shore  premises  1,135  during  1962,  for  the  purpose  of  rat 
destruction,  as  compared  with  430  visits  to  vessels  and  626 
visits  to  Shore  premises  during  1961. 


MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  PASSAGE  OF  RATS 
BETWEEN  SHIPS  &  SHORE 

All  vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  ports  and  all  vessels 
having  signs  of  rat  infestation  are  required  to  place  efficient 
rat -guards  on  all  mooring  ropes.  Where  the  supply  of  rat-guards 
is  insufficient,  the  mooring  ropes  are  to  be  covered  daily  with 
fresh  tar  for  a  distance  of  three  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  quay 
outwards. 


METHODS  OF  DERATTING 


Ships: 

S.0.2.  Fumigation  by  Sulphur  Dioxide  gas,  which  is  generated  by 
burning  3  lbs.  Sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space 
minimum  time  of  exposure,  8  hours. 
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H.C.N.  Hydrogen  Cyanide,  which  is  generated  by  the  vaporisation 
of  Liquid  Hydrogen  Cyanide;  2  ozs.  per  1,000  cubic  feet 
for  cargo  spaces  and  storerooms;  1  oz.  per  1,000  cubic 
feet  for  living  quarters  and  other  places  not  used  for 
stores  or  cargo.  Minimum  time  of  exposure,  2  hours. 

Methyl  Bromide  (CH.  3  BR. ) 

Where  instances  of  infestation  by  insect  pests  are  reported 
by  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  and 
recommendations  are  made  for  the  fumigation  of  the  infested  spaces 
by  means  of  Methyl  Bromide  the  owners  of  the  vessels  concerned 
usually  request  the  issue  of  an  International  Deratting  Certificate* 
International  Health  Regulations  do  not  confine  the  method  of 
fumigation  to  any  particular  agent;  what  is  required  is  that  “it 
shall  be  of  recognised  effectiveness  and  inspection  of  the  ship 
after  deratting  shows  it  to  be  free  from  rats"., In  compliance 
with  such  requests  arrangements  have  been  concluded  for  the  use 
of  Methyl  Bromide  as  a  fumigant  for  the  destruction  of  any  rat 
population  present  on  board. 

The  usual  concentration  is  16  ozs.  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of 
free  air  space  and  the  time  of  exposure  a  minimum  of  12  hours. 

Searches  carried  out  on  board  of  vessels  where  this  method 
of  fumigation  has  been  employed  reveal  that  it  has  been  highly 
effective  and  an  International  Deratting  Certificate  has  been 
issued  in  each  case. 

Fumigations  are  carried  out  by  commercial  contractors  whose 
staffs  are  trained  to  comply  with  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation 
of  Ships)  Regulations,  1951. 

When  vessels  are  examined  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  Deratting 
or  Deratting  ‘Exemption”  Certificates,  any  harbourage  runs,  gnawings, 
defective  bulkheads,  giving  access  to  stores  etc.,  are  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Master  or  Owner,  and  practical  suggestions  made 
for  remedying  same.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  new  vessels 
and  wherever  it  is  necessary,  instructions  are  given  to  see  that 
all  pipes  entering  compartments  are  effectively  fitted  with  collars 
and  steel  flashings  are  fitted  in  places  where  rodents  may  possibly 
enter,  to  eliminate  any  possible  source  of  nesting  .  Drainage  holes 
in  the  holds  are  given  careful  attention,  as  these  may  be  of  a 
nature  and  size  to  afford  easy  ingress  and  provide  a  means  of 
future  infestation.  On  new  vessels  the  builders  have  been  found 
to  be  most  co-operative  when  such  defects  have  been  drawn  to 
their  attention  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  work  has  been 
done  before  a  Deratting  ‘Exemption'  Certificate  has  been  issued.

In  addition  1,464  Poison  Baits  were  laid. 

During  one  week  in  October,  the  Masters  of  two  vessels,  one 
of  Greek  Registry,  the  other  being  Registered  in  the  U.S.S.R., 
tendered  Internationl  Deratting  Certificates  which  had  been 
issued  in  Ports  which  do  not  appear  in  the  list  of  Approved  or 
Designated  Ports  issued  by  the  World  Health  Organization.  In 
one  instance  the  impending  arrival  of  one  of  the  vessels  referred 
to  was  notified  to  this  Authority  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Manchester  Port  Health  Authority,  together  with  an  inti¬ 
mation  that  the  tendering  by  the  Master  of  an  Invalid  Certificate 
had  been  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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As  the  vessel  did  not  complete  discharge  in  this  port,  but 
sailed  for  Hamburg  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Hamburg, 
was  informed  so  that  he  could  take  what  action  he  deemed  nec¬ 
essary. 

Unfortunately  before  the  letter  from  this  office  was  de¬ 
livered  in  Hamburg  the  vessel  had  already  sailed  for  London; 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Hamburg,  stated  in  his 
reply  to  the  letter  from  this  office  that  he  had  in  turn  not¬ 
ified  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Port  of  London  Health 
Authority. 

Later  that  week  the  Master  of  the  Soviet  Vessel  tendered 
a  Certificate  which  was,  for  a  similar  reason  invalid. 

The  fact  was  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT, 1949 

Infestation  by  rats  was  notified  in  only  one  riverside 
premises  and  as  a  result  of  operations  carried  out  by  the 
authority's  rodent  operator,  the  bodies  of  four  brown  rats 
were  recovered.  Post  baiting  carried  out  over  a  number  of 
weeks  revealed  no  further  infestation  and  an  account  was  sub¬ 
mitted  which  has  since  been  paid. 

In  the  case  of  the  three  premises  where  deratting  measures 
were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  1961,  the  work  was  continued 
during  1962,  and  the  accounts  submitted  have  been  paid. 


CO-OPERATION  WITH  LOCAL  FIRE  SERVICES  ETC 

In  every  case  where  a  vessel  is  being  subject  to  fumigation 
by  H.C.N.,  C.H.3.B.R.,  or  S.O.2.,  the  appropriate  information 
is  given  to  the  Harbour  Master,  River  Wear  Police  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  Fire  Brigade. 

In  consultation  with  the  Harbour  Authorities  it  has  been 
agreed  that  where  H.C.N.,  or  C.H.3.B.R.,  is  being  employed  and 
such  gas  is  present  during  the  hours  of  darkness,  a  red  light 
shall  be  prominently  displayed  on  board.

Out  of  the  total  of  72  vessels  found  to  be  insanitary  6 
were  Foreign  Owned. 

The  percentage  of  British  and  Foreign  Owned  vessels  regarded 
as  insanitary  was  as  follows :- 

British  -  5.4%  Foreign  Owned  -  1.3% 

Of  the  total  of  1,649  vessels  inspected  72  or  4.3%  were 
found  to  have  one  or  more  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  seek  the  abatement  of  these 
when  the  vessels  were  in  port,  in  dry -dock,  or  undergoing  repairs 
afloat. 

It  is  found  that,  as  a  general  rule,  any  reasonable  requests 
from  this  authority  which  sought  improvements  in  the  accommodation, 
or  greater  attention  being  paid  to  the  hygienic  conditions  of 
provision  storerooms,  gallies  and  pantries,  received  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  respective  owners. 

With  the  exception  of  7  vessels  which  left  the  port  before 
the  necessary  work  was  completed,  or  only  partially  completed, 
and  1  vessel  which  was  still  undergoing  extensive  re-fit,  all 
the  nuisances  and  defects  were  remedied. 

On  the  1,649  vessels  inspected  there  were  29,832  men  living, 
being  an  average  of  18.08  men  per  vessel.

SECTION  XIV 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL-FISH)  REGULATIONS,.  1934  ft  1948 

The  Regulations  refer  to  the  gathering  and  sale  for  human 
consumption  of  shell -fish  which  may  be  infected. 

There  are  no  layings,  private  or  public,  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  authority.  Indiscriminate  gathering  of  shell¬ 
fish  from  quay  walls,  piers  and  rocks  still  continues, presumably 
for  the  purpose  of  bait.  There  is  no  control  over  the  gatherers, 
and  possibly  some  of  the  shell-fish  is  consumed.  When  it  is  rea¬ 
lised  that  the  river  contains  the  effluent  of  crude  untreated 
sewage,  it  must  be  obvious  that  such  shell-fish  is  polluted 
and  dangerous  for  human  consumption.

Arrived  7th  July,  from  Yxpila.  This  authority  was  notified 
that  while  discharging  operations  were  in  progress* a  cat,  which 
appeared  to  have  stowed  away  among  the  cargo  of  timber,  had 
escaped  ashore,  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard)  and  County 
Borough  Police  were  notified.  No  trace  of  this  animal  has  ever 
been  found. 


CORPORATION  QUAY 
ACCUMULATION  OF  REFUSE 

This  quay  is  frequently  used  by  shipbuilders  as  a  berth  at 
which  the  final  fitting  out  of  new  vessels  constructed  in  the 
port  is  completed. 

Inevitably  a  large  amount  of  refuse,  which  sometimes  con¬ 
tains  stale  food,  accumulates  on  the  quay. 

This  is  removed  but  not  always  so  promptly  as  the  authority 
would  wish. 

A  recurring  nuisance  is  that  of  the  quay  being  fouled  by 
the  discharge  of  soil  pipes  from  these  new  vessels  and  other 
large  vessels  while  berthed  there. 
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The  rise  and  fall,  which  varies  from  12  to  16  feet,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  state  of  the  tides,  renders  it  difficult  to  maintain 
wash-boards  over  the  soil  pipe  exits  when,  owing  to  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  quay  the  sides  of  the  vessel  rest  close  against 
the  quay  edge  during  this  rise  and  fall.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 
Wear  Refinery. 

On  the  4th  May,  a  complaint  was  received  by  telephone  from 
the  Manager  of  the  British  Railway's  Goods  Yard,  Hendon,  of  an 
offensive  smell  which  appeared  to  be  coming  from  the  Wear 
Refinery,  South  Dock.  The  main  cause  of  the  complaint  was  due 
to  atmospheric  conditions,  the  direction  of  the  wind  and  high 
temperature.  On  laying  the  complaint  before  the  Manager  of  the 
Wear  Refinery  an  assurance  was  received  that  he  would  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  secure  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance.

H  .Mi .  Inspector  of  Factories  notified  us  that  no  suitable 
sanitary  convenience  was  provided  at  a  factory  at  Hendon  Dock. 

Notice  of  the  lack  of  such  accommodation  was  forwarded  to 
the  company  concerned  who  stated  that  there  were  no  personnel 
permanently  engaged  at  these  premises  which  are  being  used  for 
storage  purposes  only. 

The  information  was  conveyed  to  H  M  .  Inspector  of  Factories 
who  agreed  that  for  the  time  being  the  matter  be  left  in  abeyance.

SHIPBUILDING  &  SHIPREPAIRING  REGULATIONS,  1961 

All  shipyards  and  ship  repairing  establishments  have  been 
made  aware  of  the  requirements  of  the  above  regulations,  and 
surveillance  is  kept  to  ensure  that  they  are  being  complied 
with. 


DANGEROUS  DRUGS  ACT, 1951 
THE  DANGEROUS  DRUGS  REGULATIONS, 1953 
THE  POISONS  RULES,  1960 

In  one  instance  a  number  of  preparations  to  which  the  above 
Act  and  Regulations  refer  were  placed  on  board  of  a  vessel  by  a 
firm  of  chemists  in  London  without  the  necessary  authorisation. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  owners  representatives  and  an 
assurance  obtained  that  in  future  authorisation  will  be  sought. 

An  application  was  received  from  the  Master  of  the  Nor¬ 
wegian  Vessel  S/S.  “EVA",  requesting  permission  to  purchase  and 
be  in  possession  of  250  Preludin  Tablets.  The  purchase  of  these 
tablets  is  provided  for  in  Schedule  IV  of  the  above  Rules  and 
it  was  considered  that  the  quantity  requested  was  excessive 
when  the  number  of  the  crew  on  board  and  the  short  duration  of 
the  voyage  from  here  to  Norway  was  taken  into  account.  Per¬ 
mission  was  given  for  the  purchase  of  50  tablets. 

M/V  “Rondef jell” 

Arrived  to  undergo  extensive  structural  alterations  and 
the  Master  was  advised  to  have  all  of  the  Medicine  Chest  Equip¬ 
ment  and  the  First  Aid  Kits  for  Lifeboats,  which  included  dan¬ 
gerous  drugs  and  preparations,  removed  into  the  custody  of  a 
shipping  chemist.  When  repairs  had  been  completed  and  it  was 
intended  to  re-ship  these  Drugs  and  Preparations  the  chemist 
reported  to  this  authority  that  a  number  of  drugs  and  prepara¬ 
tions  were  unfit  for  further  use. 

On  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  owners  of  the  vessel  had 
forwarded  from  Norway  direct  to  the  premises  of  the  ship  repairers, 
two  Lifeboat  First  Aid  Kits  which  included  dangerous  drugs  and 
preparations  to  which  the  Act  and  Regulations  apply. 

The  retention  of  such  drugs  and  preparations  upon  premises 
owned  by  Ship-repairing  firms  is  authorised  by  The  Group 
Authority,  issued  by  the  Home  Office,  December,  1960,  but,  it 
is  imperative  that  the  arrival  of  such  drugs  and  preparations 
should  be  notified  to  this  authority.  It  was,  therefore,  deemed 
advisable  that  this  requirement  should  be  drawn  to  the  attention 
of  all  ship-building,  ship-repairing  establishments  and  Marine 
engine-works  within  the  port. 
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The  owners  of  these  premises  have  now  given  an  undertaking 
that  the  arrival  into  their  premises  of  any  dangerous  drugs  or 
preparations  to  which  the  Act  or  Regulations  apply  will  be 
immediately  notified  to  this  authority.  By  this  means  it  is 
hoped  to  keep  a  careful  check  of  such  medicines  arriving  into 
the  port. 

The  necessary  certificates  for  the  renewal  of  the  dangerous 
drugs  and  preparations  on  board  of  the  vessel  were  accordingly 
forwarded  to  the  shipping  chemist. 

Applications  received  from  the  Masters  of  six  other  Foreign 
Owned  Vessels  built  in  the  port  for  permission  to  ship  dangerous 
drugs  and  preparations  were  acceded  to  after  the  amounts  had 
been  checked  against  the  drugs  etc.,  required  under  the  Maritime 
Regulations  issued  by  the  respective  countries  in  which  the 
vessels  were  registered. 

S/T.  “Okina”. 

A  firm  of  Shipbreakers  notified  this  authority  that  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  dangerous  drugs  had  been  discovered  on  board  of  the  above 
named  Trawler  which  was  now  being  broken  up.  These  were  surrendered 
into  the  custody  of  this  Authority  and  were,  later,  with  the  con¬ 
currence  of  the  firm  and  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard)  des¬ 
troyed  at  these  offices  in  the  presence  of  an  Officer  of  H.M. 
Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard). 


GROUP  AUTHORITY  ISSUED  BY  HOME  OFFICE, 1960 

A  firm  of  Shipbuilders  was  authorised  to  place  on  board  a 
newly  constructed  Norwegian  vessel  three  First  Aid  Outfits  for 
Life-Rafts,  each  outfit  containing  dangerous  drugs,  which  were 
in  their  custody. 


LAUNCHES 

The  River  Wear  Watch  Commissioners  were  disbanded  during 

1961. 


The  larger  of  the  two  launches  which  had  been  operated  by 
the  River  Wear  Watch  was  purchased  by  the  Watch  Committee  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Sunderland  and  is  now  manned  by  members  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Sunderland  Police. 

It  has  been  agreed  by  the  Watch  Committee  and  the  Chief 
Constable  that  the  use  of  the  Police  Launch  will  be  made  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Port  Health  Authority  whenever  required. 

A  charge  of  £1  is  made  on  each  occasion  the  launch  is  used. 
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The  use  of  the  Launch  will  be  mainly  required  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: - 

(1)  For  the  conveyance  of  injured  or  sick  personnel  from  vessels 
lying  at  the  buoys,  or  at  berths  where  it  may  be  difficult 
to  land  stretcher  cases,  to  the  pontoon  owned  by  Austin  & 
Pickersgills  (Wear  Dockyard),  where  they  could  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  waiting  ambulance.  It  has  been  agreed  that  if 
any  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  involved  the  launch  in 
which  the  patients  are  brought  ashore  shall  be  disinfected 
by  officers  of  this  Authority  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible. 

(2)  For  the  transporting  of  officers  of  this  authority  up  river 
when  collecting  samples  of  river  water  etc.,  for  submission 
to  bacteriological  examination,  when  checking  the  amount  of 
pollution  present  in  the  river  water;  for  the  purpose  of 
boarding  vessels  lying  at  the  buoys  which  do  not  have  a 
small  boat  in  attendance;  to  keep  under  continuous 
observation  those  vessels  infringing  the  terms  of  the  Dark 
Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958,  when 
they  are  proceeding  up  river  or  into  the  South  Docks. 

Such  observations  can  only  be  carried  out  efficiently  from 
a  following  launch. 


POLLUTION  OP  RIVER  &  BEACHES 

During  the  period  June  -  September,  91  samples  (including 
two  from  the  Childrens'  Paddling  Pool,  Roker  Beach),  were  taken 
from  the  river  and  beaches  and  seaward  of  the  Port. 

The  highest  bacterial  counts  recorded  from  river  samples 
were  two  at  91600  B.  Colt .  per  100  ml;  the  lowest  bacterial 
count  was  4,000  B.Coli.  per  100  ml. 

Present  indications  are  that  there  appears  to  be  no  dim- 
inuition  of  the  amount  of  pollution  in  the  river  waters. 

Samples  taken  from  the  beaches  on  the  North  Side  of  the 
river  range  from  91,600  to  400  B.Coli  per  100  ml. 

Samples  taken  for  Yi  to  Vh  miles  to  seaward  revealed  moderate 
contamination.  No  food  poisoning  organisms  have  been  isolated  in 
any  of  the  samples  submitted.

A  request  for  food  inspection  was  received  from  a  firm  of 
Marine  Engineers  and  the  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector  examined 
one  9  lb  tin  of  Shoulder  Ham  which  was  showing  slight  signs  of 
decomposition. 

The  ham  was  later  destroyed  by  incineration. 


IMPORTED  FOOD  REGULATIONS,  1937 

On  request  approximately  500  x  25  Kilos  bags  of  onions, 
lying  at  the  Home  Line  Wharf,  were  inspected  by  the  Deputy 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Port  Health 
Inspector  and  they  were  found  to  be  unsound,  unwholesome  and 
unfit  for  human  consumption  .  The  owners  on  being  notified  by 
telephone  agreed  to  surrender  the  foodstuff  and  bear  any  expense 
incurred  for  its  destruction.  These  onions  were  later  conveyed 
to  the  Fulwell  controlled  tip  by  the  Cleansing  Department,  and 
disposed  of  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  this 
Authority. 

M/V.  “Mparmpa  Christos”,  from  Californian  ports  via  Dublin 
and  Leith,  landed  5,849  cases  of  canned  fruits.  Upon  inspection 
23  cans  of  various  sizes,  nett  weight,  30  lbs.  14  ozs.  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Both  of  the  local 
agents  agreed  to  surrender  such  cans  into  the  custody  of  this 
Authority. 

The  Landing  Officer,  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise,  was  informed 
and  with  his  consent  the  foodstuffs  were  later  handed  to  opera¬ 
tives  of  the  Cleansing  Department,  for  destruction.

The  19  cwts.  of  foodstuffs  salvaged  were  38  x  56  lbs.  bags 
of  Patna  Rice,  found  to  be  slightly  infested  by  weevil,  which 
were,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
(Inspector  of  Ships’  Provisions)  forwarded  to  a  firm  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  for  the  purpose  of  being  cleansed  and 
returned  to  the  vessel. 

During  the  year  under  review  foodstuffs,  which  were  later 
converted  into  Animai  Feeding  stuffs,  were  removed  from  nine 
vessels . 

On  board  of  two  vessels,  foodstuffs  which  had  been  re¬ 
jected  and  were  unfit  for  human  consumption  were,  on  represen¬ 
tations  being  made  by  the  Owners  or  Local  Agents,  destroyed  on 
board  after  due  notice  had  been  given  to  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise 
(Waterguard) ,  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  this 
Authority. 

M/V.  Weybridge,  from  West  Coast  of  Canada  -  Panama  and 
Liverpool.  Notification  from  Ministry  of  Transport  (Inspector 
of  Ships’  Provisions)  was  received  that  he  had  rejected  as 
“unfit  for  Ships’  use”  a  quantity  of  Ships  Provisions  on  board. 
As  this  notification  was  received  at  4-45  p.m.  and  the  vessel 
sailed  for  Hamburg  in  the  early  hours  of  the  following  morning 
no  action  could  be  taken  by  this  Authority.  The  Ministry  of 
Transport  Inspector  reported  that  he  had  made  a  verbal  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Chief  Steward  that  these  rejected  provisions 
would  be  dumped  at  sea.

Other  Wharves  or  quays  may  be  scheduled  for  the  reception 
of  food  cargoes  as  the  necessity  arises. 

During  the  year  three  infringements  of  the  above  regula¬ 
tions  were  notified  to  the  owners  of  one  of  these  premises, 
these  were  all  dealt  with  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  authority.
